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Chaplain's Report 



Brother

Each Octo- 
ber the Church invites us to focus 
our attention on the priceless gift 
of life and our obligation to speak 
out and defend the rights of those 
who due to age, sex, race, relig- 
ion, nationality, wealth, or physical 
or mental abilities are being 
threatened. As Knights of Colum- 
bus we have a duty to light the 
candle of faith, hope, and love in 
the midst of the darkness of the 
increasingly pervasive culture of 
death. 

While Respect Life issues cannot 
be reduced to a single cause, the 
holocaust of abortion is particu- 
larly repugnant since it often fa- 
vors convenience over the most 
fundamental of human rights - the 
right to live. Each year over 1 mil- 
lion children are murdered in our 
nation's abortion mills. And they 
are not the only victims. After 
talking with hundreds of post- 
abortive mothers and fathers, I 
can tell you that the emotional 
and physical scars of abortion 
never fully heal. That being said, 
the tide is turning. The number of 
abortions has declined and recent 
polls show that the majority of 
Americans are now opposed to

abortion on demand and tax- 
payer funded abortions. While 
this is cause for joy, this is not the 
time to be complacent. We must 
now contact our representatives 
in Congress so that the proposed 
Health Care Reform excludes the 
possibility of tax payer funded 
abortions and preserves the in- 
formed consciences of health 
care workers. 

While the Church is in favor of 
adult stem cell research, we are 
united in our opposition to embry- 
onic stem cell research. While 
adult stem cells have proven to be 
extremely helpful in combating 
many illnesses, embryonic stem 
cell research has not resulted in a 
single medical cure. Usually they 
develop into tumors. Even if it 
was beneficial, all research which 
involves the exploitation, manipu- 
lation, torture, or killing of human 
beings must be rejected. 

We are concerned about all those 
whose lives are vulnerable, espe- 
cially the elderly and those with 
physical and mental disabilities. It 
is a scandal that most children 
with Down Syndrome and other 
genetic abnormalities are aborted 
because they are not deemed 
worthy of life. It is an affront to 
human dignity to say that the eld- 
erly and infirm do not have a qual- 
ity of life worthy of sustenance 
and may be euthanized. 



Another area of concern is the 
death penalty. While the Cate- 
chism of the Catholic Church 
does not reject a society's obliga- 
tion to protect its citizens, "cases 
in which the execution of an of- 
fender is an absolute necessity 
are very rare, if not practically 
nonexistant" (CCC, n. 2267). 
There have been many cases 
where innocent people are con- 
demned to death. There is also 
ample evidence of the unequality 
in our nation's judicial system. 
Our beautiful State of Florida is 
one of the few governments in the 
world which still support capital 
punishment. It is a very small 
club of some of the most despotic 
of nations. Surely we can find 
other means of protecting our so- 
ciety enabling those in prison to 
repay their debt to society. 

In his letter to the nation for this 
year's Respect Life Sunday, Car- 
dinal Rigali encourages us to turn 
to our children for hope and con- 
solation. They teach us that life is 
a gift, that every life matters. My 
brothers, every voice matters. Let 
us be silent no more.

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Field Agent 's Report

ovember 1st will mark my 5th 

Anniversary as a Field Agent. I want 
to thank all of the Brother Knights 
who have warmly welcomed me into 
their homes and shared their hospi- 
tality with me. I have made about 
2,500 visits and handled 143 Death 
Claims. Four questions stand out in 
my mind from my experiences: 

WILLS - While everyone acknowl- 
edges the importance of them, only 
about one in four Knights have wills, 
living wills, health care surrogates 
and powers of attorney in place. 
Why do so many leave these impor- 
tant documents unprepared? What 
about you? 

PLAN - What's your plan for when 
you pass away. Eighty percent of the 
time the Knight will pass before his 



spouse. Yet few can articulate a plan 
for preservation and growth of as- 
sets. Few can name who would act 
as a trustee if necessary. Few have 
analyzed in any detail how their fam- 
ily would be protected from an eco- 
nomic point of view. What about 
you? 

INSURANCE - Fr. McGivney 
founded the Order on the principle of 
Unity , that all Knights would be in- 
sured members. Only about 55% of 
our local members protect their fami- 
lies through the Order. I'm curious 
about why so members are so loyal 
to their commercial insurers, espe- 
cially in view of the events of the 
past year, and not to the Knights of 
Columbus. What about you? 

PRIESTS - I find it interesting that 
75% of the priests who live in my 
area are insured members of the 
Order. Why is their participation rate 



so much higher? 

Why do I believe so much in the Or- 
der? Here is an example. At age 29, 
30 years before I became a Field 
Agent, I took out a $10,000 Whole 
Life Policy with the Order. What is it 
worth today? 

Original Death Benefit $1 0,000 
Annual Premium $242 

(The last year's dividend was $605, 
2.5 times the premium) 
Premiums Paid to date $8,470 

Cash Value $27,263 

(3.2 times amount paid) 
Death Benefit $33,600 

(3.36 times original Death Benefit) 

That's why 85% of my family mem- 
bers are insured with the Order.
